I picked up a Yeasu FRdx400 tube type receiver at the 

last local swap meet. After reforming the caps and spraying 
deOxit here and there, the set powered up working - had fair 
sensitivity, and SSB sounded clean, but a little lacking 

in selectivity. After replacing the coupling transformer for 
the AM wide position, I found out that AM narrow/SSB selectivity 
positions were 20 db weaker than AM wide, and the CW positions 
were 40 db weaker. Replacing the Kokusai mechanical filter 
used for SSB and AM narrow with a 2.7 kHz ceramic filter 
brought the gain up within a couple of db of the AM wide 
position. 


Opening the Kokusai filter was easy - cover is held on with 
bent metal tabs, not the unsoldering job necessary to open 
Collins filters. It's a disk and rod filter, like the Collins, 
a true mechanical filter, not ceramic. It has piezoelectric 
transducers, not coils like the older Collins. Not much to 
go wrong, but the assembly is held in the case suspended in 
foam. The foam had decomposed into a stick, yucky mess. 
Cleaning off the mess, and mounting the filter to the base 
with RTV (non-corosive flavor) on each end disk seems to 
have reduced the insersion loss to the equal of a ceramic 
filter out on the bench. Will see the results when the 
filter is back in the receiver properly impedance matched. 


One side of each transducer element is connected to the 
disk/wire assembly, so these leads have to go to signal common 
in the receiver. If the filter is put in backwards, there will 
be a direct connection between the IN and OUT terminals. 


I checked a ceramic filter, and found the same thing, that 
two of the terminals were electrically the same point. I've 


always automatically used the terminals on the side of the 
case with the ground tab as the ground side of the connection, 
so never noticed this before. 


I guess this is the spot to mention that I still have a number 
of 2.7 @ -6, 5 @ -60 ceramic filters (Murata CFJ455K) for sale 
or trade.

Before this is done, I may end up with the entire electronics stores 
from the university physics lab in my garage! Some really strange 
and great stuff jumped in my van again. Amongst the treasures were 
several old (I would say 20's - 30's vintage) resistance boxes. 
These are either L&N or Welch units - made in beautiful boxes. 
Resistance is selected by plugging in a metal pin between some 

round metal discs with notches in the sides. One of these even has 
oval shaped glass windows in all sides of the box (maybe to see 

if there is any smoke ????). Heavy wirewound resistors on wooden 
bobbins. 


Anyway - to the main point. One thing I got is an RCA WV-84C 
"Ultrasensitive DC Microammeter". Its ranges go from .Q1ua FS 
to ima FS.

Never heard of a 3005. From the number, I'd say it was 1950's, maybe early 
60's vintage. Sounds like it is a receiver. Most of the '3000' series was 
receivers, the '2000' series were transmitters. 
The 3001 was aregenerative emergency receiver covering 10-600 khz. 
3002 was a regenerative emergency receiver covering 400-550 khz. 
3010 was a main superhet receiver, 10 khz-30 mhz. 
3018 was a sand state regenerative receiver, same range as 3001 
3020 was a synthesized superhet, 10khz-29999.9 mhz. 100 hz steps 
digital "thumbwheel" type dial. 
3021 same as 3020 except LED readout, continous knob tuning, 100 hz 
steps 
Plus others. I'll have to research the exact specs and post them. 


I'll try and give a rundown on the 2000 transmitter series as well. 


They also combined these 'modules' into complete consoles which had 
an "MRU" 
designation (Mackay Radio Unit) One of the last I remember was the MRU-35 
which contained originally a 3020 receiver and a 2-28 mhz. 1 kw output 
SSB/CW transmitter.

Why don't you make an enquiry to Fair Radio? Rather than wallow around in 
line cord acronyms, why don't you ask for exactly what you need? 


The line cords which you describe were fitted on instruments during the 60's 
and 70's. Any surplus dealer should have a decent stock of these.

One thing to be aware of: there are two kinds. The ground is always the 


middle pin, but the hot and neutral are swapped. While this doesn't make 
much difference to the equipment, it doesn mean in some cases you will have 
the switch and fuse in the neutral line rather than the hot line.

I have followed the thread about the proper care and feeding of power tubes 
with great interest where Bob W7VZX and Roberta J. Barmore provided some 
nice scenes from days bygone about transmitter design and use. 


I'd like to add that the ingenuity of the transmitter manufacturers about 
providing 
"fancy" control schemes sometimes appear to go to great lengths. 


I recall two quite recent designs by BA measures (a 1967 30 kW Telefunken [German] 
and a 1970 25 kW Philips [Dutch]) that use transparent back-lighted circuit 
diagrams 

that lights up in sections when then corresponding circuit becomes "live" 

in the start-up and tuning sequences. Correspondingly, a dark section signals that 
an interlock or over-current relay has tripped. 


This looks great in operation and impressed visitors considerably. 


Behind these visible gadgets there are more mundane sequence logic and servo 
control 

systems, built around now-extinct logic families like "HI-NIL" 

(positive ground,® and -24 V logic levels!) and DTL.These logic networks have 
inputs from 

nearly all imaginable (and some unimaginable) parameters that exist in a linear 
amplifier. 


If these transmitter families are to be operated into the next century, 

it is quite possible that the whole control system has to be redesigned into 
software (sigh!) 

and be resident in a single-card computer somewhere in the corner of the logic 
box.
